The board directed the 
superintendent to work with 
other community agencies to 
provide counsel 1 n g and 
guidance as well as tutorial 
and educational services to 
ihe students involved. 

A fifth students who was 
allegedly involved did not 
appear but he and his par¬ 
ents have been requested to 
meet with the board in ex¬ 
ecutive session.

n. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk tor 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


1. QUESTIQN: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

13. QUESTIQN: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requiremeat for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

5. QUESTIQN: Must ail firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 ot the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style ot printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing ot Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel ot Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is ot the 8 I /2 by 11-Inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma'/ be 
printed on the forms tor identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time ot tiling? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area ot the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof ot publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion ot 
publication.

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority Is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or tile 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication tour times 
in a local newspaper ot substantial circuation ot the 
name and address ot the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty tor failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of tiling and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

state Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion member George R. Reil¬ 
ly announced that the sec¬ 
ond-quarter taxable sales of 
S12.9 billion .shattered all 
pei-vious sales leoords except 
for la.st year’s Christmas 
quarter. The volime of tax¬ 
able sales in California dur 
ing April, May, and June 
surpassed that 'if the same 
quarter in 1971 by ,81,289,- 
000,000 or 11.1 per cent. The 
i.’icrease in dollar volume 
was the most ever recorded 
for a .second quarter. 

This resulted in the col¬ 
lection of $.314,826,000 in 
.state sales tax, a gain of 
$51,568,000 over the 1971 sec¬ 
ond quarter. In local tax, 
$128,103,000 was collected a.s 
oppo.sed to last year’s figure 
of $115,012,000 for the .same 
period. 

However, ns usoial. Sierra 
Madre failed to come I'JP to 
Ihe figures of the State of 
California, and the Southern 
California area. 

The Second Quarter ol 
1972 showed that Sierra 
Madre had 66 licen.sed bu.si- 
nesses for resalable mer¬ 
chandise doing business for 
that period of $1,178,000, an 
increase over 1971 of nine 
businesses with an increase 
of $56,000, a little less than 
3 per cent. Total businesse.s 
of the city In'creasod to 222 
or 15 more anid' had an in¬ 
crease in total .sales of $72,- 
OOC for a percentage In¬ 
crease of just over 5 per 
cent. 

With the same number of 
businesses th e the sccov.d 
quarter compared to the first 
quarter showed that a 11 
businesses in Sierra Madre 
were holding fairly steady 
with a fraction gain in the 
.second quarter over the fiisl 
quarter.
